Unfo rtu nately, In many Instances 
this diso rder starts gradu ally 
and, 
in mild cases, may even pass u n­ 
no ticed. In mo st o f tho ee affected, 
ho wever, there are certain symp­ 
to ms to pu t the patient and his do c­ 
to r o n gu ard, su ch as slight fever, 
so me pallo r weakness and edema, 
o r pu ffiness du e to

In any case where there is do u bt, 
examinatio n o f the u rine wtel reveftl 
the tru e natu re o f the tro u ble be­ 
cau se the u rine co ntains albu min, 
red blo o d cells, and casts, which arc 
mo lds o f the tiny tu bu le in the kid­ 
ney. 
a rise in the blo o d pressu re is 
also o ften present.

A test, 
kno wn as the sedimentatio n test

is made by determining the speed 
with which the red cells settle o u t,

Russians Craved Peace 
HARRIMAN stated his conviction 
that Stakn and his principal advis­ 
ers placed the highest importance 
on the association of the Soviet 
Union to a major way with the 
three great Powers, but they ex­ 
pected that their political and mil­ 
itary strength would enable them 
to dictate the conditions. 
There was no doubt, he said, 
that the Russian people craved 
peace and had been led to believe 
♦ hat the intimate relationship de­ 
veloped with Britain and the United 
States during the war would con­ 
tinue after the war and guarantee 
a lasting peace. 
The ambassador did not believe 
that Stalin could forego the ma­ 
terial as well as the psychological 
value of this association without 
causing grave concern among the 
Russian people. Nevertheless, there 
were powerful elements dose to 
Stalin who were unwilling to give 
up the right of independent ac­ 
tion where Russia’s interests were 
affected and to see Russia depend 
for her security solely on an un­ 
tried world organization with as­ 
sociates whom these elements did 
not fully trust.

of any question that It considered 
affected its interests. 
The Soviet 
government would also insist that 
the matter be settled by the Soviet 
Union with the other country or 
countries involved, particularly any 
disputes with her neighbors. 
Russians Craved Peace 
HARRIMAN stated his conviction 
that Stalin and his principal advis­ 
ers placed the highest importance 
on the association of the Soviet 
Union in a major way with the 
three great Powers, but they ex­ 
pected that their political and mil­ 
itary strength would enable them 
to dictate the conditions. 
There was no doubt, he said, 
that the Russian people craved 
peace and had been led to believe 
that the intimate relationship de­ 
veloped with Britain and the United 
States during the war would con­ 
tinue after the war and guarantee 
a lasting peace. 
The ambassador did not believe 
that Stalin could forego the ma­ 
terial as well as the psychological 
value of this association without 
causing grave concern among the 
Russian people. Nevertheless, there 
were powerful elements close to 
Stalin who were unwilling to give 
up the right of independent ac­ 
tion where Russia’s interests were 
affected and to see Russia depend 
for her security solely on an un­ 
tried world organization with as­ 
sociates whom these elements did 
not fully trust, 
Stalin, he thought, liked to have 
two strings to his bow, and it did 
not appear inconsistent to the 
Marshall to pursue simultaneously 
these two methods to obtain secur 
lty for his country and to pro 
mote its national interests as he 
envisaged them. 
As I left office, the policy I ad­ 
vocated toward Russia rested on 
two bases. The first was: Continue 
In constant, friendly discussion with 
the Russians. 
Consult them at 
every point. 
Engage in no *’cub- 
sin* matches” with them. Explain 
to them, again and again if neces­ 
sary, the principles upon which we 
felt peaceful international relations 
would 
prosper. 
Show them 
as 
clearly as passible the superior ad­ 
vantages to Russia of wholeheart­ 
ed co-operation with other nations 
as compared with the minor ad­ 
vantages of predominance in neigh­ 
boring states. 
Make it clear to 
them that we did not object to a 
nation’s preaching the merits of 
its fbm of government, whether 
Communism 
or Democracy, 
but 
that we did object to a nation’s in­ 
terfering in the internal affairs of 
rather nations

me to remain in office, to persuade

Therefore I opposed 
the view of our Joint Chiefs of 
Staff that the Pacific islands we 
would take from Japan should be­ 
come United States property. 
I felt strongly that there should 
be no exception to my view that 
all the colonial territories wrested 
from the Axis should be placed un 
der U. N. trusteeship system. It 
was not hard to see that Russia 
would not oppose our outright ac- 
quistion of these islands, but it 
was not hard to see also that Rus­ 
sia would thereupon use this ac 
quisition as an example and pre­ 
cedent for similar acquisitions by 
herself. 
Our acquisition of these 
islands stopped us from objecting 
to similar acquisitions by other ua 
tlons. 
Prodded By Ctiapultapec Act 
THEREFORE I likewise opposed 
the project later put through In the 
Act of Chapultapec at the Mexico 
City Conference in March, 1945 
aftA ray resignation, whereby the 
American Republics agreed in effect 
to Intervene militarily in any of 
their number in certain ctrcum 
stances. 
Once we had agreed to 
this new position on intervention 
Russia had more excuse to inter­ 
vene in neighboring states, and we 
had less reason to oppose her doing 
so. 
President Roosevelt and I saw- 
alike with regard to Russia. 
We 
both realized that the path of our 
relations would not be a carpet of 
flowers, but we also felt we could 
work with Russia. There was no 
difference of opinion between us 
that I can recall on the basic pre 
mlse that we must and could get 
along with the Soviet Government 
The President did not confer 
with me regarding any phase of 
his Yalta Conference with Staiin 
and dturchlU, nor did I know of 
the concessions made there to Rus­ 
sia until they were published. Yal­ 
ta was the only international con­ 
ference attended by Mr. Roosevelt 
when I was not in office. My views 
relating to the questions arising 
among the major nations were ful­ 
ly set forth in the State Depart­ 
ment record of conferences and 
conversations. 
As I left office I 
was still opposed to any change 
in the vote to be given Russia, any 
more than the vote for our own 
country. 
My view was that each major 
country possessed such powerful 
prestige and influence generally 
that it would have little difficulty 
in securing a full representation of 
its rights and Interests at all times, 
without any need to have more 
than one vote. 
> 
On the occasions when the Pres­ 
ident came to see me at the hos­ 
pital after my resignation, includ­ 
ing his last visit only a few days 
before his death, he said nothing 
to me about any fears he might 
have that Russia would abandon 
our 
co-operative 
movement

peace or would block or destroy it 
Since he and I had labored to­ 
gether since 1933 to bring about 
better understanding with Russia, 
to say nothing of our Joint efforts 
toward a peace organization, I am 
convinced he would have brought
